The surgeon 
of the Moravia declared that twenty-two 
passengers of the ship had undoubtedly 
died of cholerine, and’ Dr. Jenkins im- 


medliately ordered the steamer off shore, 


giving Captain Theile, her commander, 
instructions to anchor off Hoffman island, 
and to remain there until he received fur- 
‘ther orders. After the “doctor left the 
steamer, she weighed anchor and im- 
mediately returned to the lower bay, a 
yellow indicating that she had con- 
tagion on board—fiying from her foremast 
head. 


Doctors in Consultation. 

On landing at the quarantine wharf, 
Dr. Jenkins and Dr. Talmadge, his chief 
deputy, went at once to the former’s 
house, on the bluff overlooking the bay, 
A were in consultation for some time.

Hundred Corpses in One Shed. 
Hamburg; August 31.~—During the twenty- 
four hours ended at midnight last night the 
ambulance conveyed to the hospital 508 
cholern cases. Of this number 268 have 
since died. In Berlin three new cases and 
one death; in Magdeburg two. new. cases 
and one death.

present cholera epidemic is the worst that 


has ever visited this city and every hour the 
situation becomes worze. People are dying 
off like sheep and the plague is spreading.

Devouncing the Health Board.

He Passed Away at His Home on Staten

Curtis died at his home at Livingston, 
Staten island, today. He was conscious at 
the end and suffered no pain. Dr. Frank 
G. Curtis, his son, was in attendance and 
Mrs. and Miss Curtis were presént.

George William Curtis has long had the 
name of being one of thé most elegatt 
writers and speakers in the United States. 


He was a politician who had never acknowF | 


edged party allegiance—as the profession- 
al politician understands that term—his 
creed being that men should not only try 
to keep themselves Aire, but should wor 
to elevate and purify politics. Though of- 
ten invited to do so, he has never accepted 
olitical office. Mr. Seward wished to make

United States Senator Irby, who is 
chairman of the state democratic execu- 
tive committee, was asked tonight for his 
opinion of the result of yesterday’s politi- 
cal contest. 

“The success of Governor Tillman and, 
the reform candidates for congress,” he 
said, “is a positive guarantee that there 
will be no trouble here, as far as the 
democratic national election is concerned. 
Cleveland’s electors will receive the same 
vote as will be given Governor Tillman. 
Our faction has been abused, and efforts 
have been made to switch us out of the 
party. Our political foes have sought to 
create’ the impression that we. were not 
true democrats, but this effort has been 
prompted by a desire to receive the feder- 
al patronage that will be distributed in 
South ay ag 2 9 2 into 
Office again. I e southern states had. 
heeded Farms within the " 
detnocratic party, as we have done here, 
the political disturbances and upheavals 
elsewhere in trie south would now be un- 
known, and no occasion would have arisen 
for robbing Kolb and his party associates 
in Alabama of their majority.”

In 
fifteen of them “Tillman received 12,513 
majority and in the remaining four, from 
which authoritative reports have been re- 
ceived, Sheppard’ received 875 aap y= i 
which leaves Tillman a net majority of 11,- 
638 in counties where the vote has been 
officially tabulated. In the remaining six- 
teen counties, information already received 
points conclusively to Tillman carrying fif- 
teen of them by a combined majority of 
12,000. The only one left for the. conserva- 
tives is Charleston county, which will prob- 
ably give Sheppard 2,600 majority. Accord- 
ing to these returns and estimates, Tillman’s 
total net majority will be 21,638: 

The nominations are equivalent to an 
election. The legislature will be in sym- 
pathy with the administration and county 
officers will be in sympathy with the ad- 
ministration, and county offices will be 
filled with reformers in all except five 
counties which were carried by conserva- 
tives.

Gainesville, Ga, August'31.—(Special)— 


A-duel to the death was engaged in by 


two citizens of Gainesville at 1:45 O dock 
today, near Tom Bearden’s.saloon, which 
resulted in the death of the assailant and 
a desperate wound for the other. 

The participants were Mr. William W. 
Stringer and Mr. Bob Wright. There is 
some trouble behind the assault today 
which is not public property, and only 
the trouble today will be given. 

Mr. Stringer is a brother-in-law of Mr. 
Wright, having married his sister some- 
thing over two years ago. There was 
some domestic trouble in the family of 
Stringer, which involved Mr. Wright, 
which terminated in the death of Mr. 
Stringer today. 

The Meeting Yesterday. 

Just a short while before the shooting 
took place today Mr. Wright was stand- 
ing leaning against an awning post in 
front of the Hudson house. Mr. Stringer 
came driving up in his sulky, leaped out 
and called a negro boy standing near to 
hold his horse. Mr. Stringer then stepped 
into the office of the Hudson house, while 
Mr. Wright moved around to the right of 
the hotel saloon. When he met a negro 
man coming out, he spoke to him, and 
requested that he would look down the 
street and see if Mr. Stringer was coming. 
The negro did so, and replied that he did 
not. 

At this juncture Mr. Wright heard some 
one walking to his right, and, looking 
around, saw Mr. Stringer advancing 
toward him. He was standing on the 
rock door sill. Stepping across the pave- 
ment, he was about to take a seat on a 
stool at the curbstone, when Mr. Stringer 
fired at him, the ball taking effect just 
above the inside groin, passing through

Mr. Wright fell to the ground on his 


left: side for a few seconds, and when 
he rivived Stringer was standing with his 
smoking pistol in his hand. 

5 Wright Shoots Back. 

Wright finally rose in a dazed condition, 
whipped his pistol from his pocket and 
commenced to respond. The two pistols 
spoke at the same moment and Stringer 
began to retreat in the saloon, being close- 
ly followed by Wright. 

The washroom of the Hudson has two 
doors, the side door entering into the saloon 
and the end door into the lobby of the 
hotel office. When Stringer reached the 
door entering into the saloon he reeled and 
fill and Wright ceased firing. 

Wright hurried into the street where he 
surrendered to the police. He was carried 
to Brown’s drug store where the ball was 
probed for and found with difficulty. Mr. 
Stringer was moved into the office of the 
Hudson house where he breathed his last 
in a few minutes. 

Both revolvers were improved Smith & 
Wesson, Stringer’s being a forty-four cali- 
ber, six shots. and Wright's a thirty-eicht 
caliber, five shots. After the shooting 
Stringer’s had two chambers and Wright's 
one chamber loaded. 

A Fight to the Finish.

A Strong Speech. 

Speaker Crisp has the happy knack of 
simplifying a complicated question, and 
making it clear to the average voter. 
His speech at Rome, last Friday, was a 
remarkably strong and convincing effort, 
and a speech on the same line in every 
election district in the country would roll 
up a big democratic majority. 

In discussing the financial’ situation, 
Mr. Crisp showed that the tariff drains 
Georgia of about one million eight hun- 
dred thousand dollars every year-—$10 
from each man, woman and child. Then 
we have to pay our proportion of the 
$150,000,000 annually expended in pen- 
sions. Very little of this money comes 
back to us. The pensious. go north and 
west, and the tariff tax mainly goes to 
the protected manufacturers of the east. 
One of his illustrations made it plain that 
the foreigner does not pay the tariff. He 
cited the case of a Georgia farmer going 
to Liverpool and selling his cotton for 
$5,000. This sum he invests in goods, 
and on landing at Savannah the custom 
house requires him to pay 50 per cent 
tariff, or $2,500 on his imported pur- 
chases. The tariff, then, is paid not by 
the foreigner, but by the home consumer, 
and, as it is heaviest on common goods 
and lightest on the finest grades, the 
masses feel it more than the rich. 

No wonder we have a scarcity’ of 
money in Georgia and in the south, under 
an unequal and heavy tariff. Mouey will 
always be scarce here, under such a tax; 
but, as Speaker Crisp reminded his hear- 
ers, under the democratic low tariff be- 
fore the war, our Georgia farmers had 
money to lend. They loaned it to the 
banks, and the banks, in turn, loaned it 
to.the people. 

The speaker made it clear that the 
democratic party is responsible for none 
of our bad legislation. When we had a 
democratic congress under Hayes, it 
passed a bill that would have abolished 
the national banks, but the president 
vetoed it. Then, the recent silver bill was 
defeated, not by the democratic paxty, 
but by a few democrats voting with re- 


publicans. The action of the last house, 


in passing a bill reducing the tariff on 
woolen goods from 88 to 35 cents was re- 
ferred to as one of the many instances in 
which the democrats attempted to give 
the people relief. 

Altogether, Speaker .Crisp’s Rome 
speech was a masterly address. It thor- 
oughly vindicated the democratic policy 
on economic issues, and the visionary and 
ruinous schemes of the third party were 
ventilated until no room was left for their 
defense. This common-sense way of dis- 
cussing the issues and problems of the 
day cannot fail to impress the people, and 
aid them in coming to sound and correct 
conclusions. 


Fresh Attacks ou Senator Hill. 
The weakness displayed by some of 


our democratic contemporaries in dealing 


with the report of the labor commissioner 
of New York is indeed mortifying; but it 
is a weakness that is the peculiar 
property of the editors themselves, and 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
democratic position. The semi-panic into 
which these editors have apparently been 
thrown by the publication of the report, 
and their efforts to show that it is the 
result of a conspiracy on the part of 
Senator Hill and his friends to defeat 
Mr. Cleveland, are much more damaging 
than anything contained in Commissioner 
Peck's report. 

It is a fact singular and amazing, that 
no serious effort has been made to analyze 
the report. It seems to be accepted by 
a majority of the democratic editors in 
New York city as a blow struck at Mr. 
Cleveland by Senator Hill, and the dis- 
cussion naturally takes a shape calculated 
to renew hostilities between the Hill 
democrats and those who have exhaust- 
ed the English vocabulary in their efforts 
to find epithets expressive of their. con- 
tempt for the senator. To say that this 
development and renewal of a contro- 
versy that ought never to have had a 
beginning is unfortunate is to treat a 
grave matter lightly. It shows to us con- 
clusively that there is an element in New 
York that would rather prove Hill to be 
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in fine, the core of the argument agalust 
a high tariff? 

To ask the question is to answer it. The 
suggestion is ridiculous in the extreme, 
except to those who are to regard the 
tariff only by piecemeal. But the report 
does not show what it purports, and we 
can find nothing in it to justify the semi- 
panic of democratic editors, or the utterly 
foolish attacks on Senator Hill. The re- 
port shows that more wages were paid 
in 1891 than in 1890, but it does not 
show that any individual or any number 
of individuals received an increase of 
pay. An important per cent of the in- 
crease was in establishments that are not 
affected by the tariff at all, and the 
whole report has as little bearing on the 
democratic position as if it had been 
issued by the man in the moon. 

Nevertheless, upon the strength of it, 
a most malicious attack has been made on 
Senator Hill and his friends. It is 
charged that he is in collusion with Com- 
missionr Peck, and that he and Murphy 
ordered the report to be turned loose at 
this time for the purpose of damaging the 
prospects of Mr. Cleveland. It is even 
urged that the conduct of the state cam- 
paign should be taken out of the hands 
of those who have it in charge, together 
with much more of the same sort. 

To conclude this reference to an unpleas- 
ant matter, it may be said that whatever 
damage is done to the democratic party 
in New York state will be the result, not 
of Commissioner Peck's report, but of the 
wholly unjustifiable attacks on Senator 
Hill and the New York democracy that 
have grown out of it. These attacks, too, 
have been renewed at a time when Sen- 
ator Hill, together with his lieutenants 
who have turned that great state over to 
the democracy, is preparing to enter the 


campaign in behalf of the party. They 


have been renewed when the most igno- 
maint person in the country knows that the 
success of the party depends on the cor- 
dial and united support of the friends of 
Senator Hill.”

Therefore, if one 
acidify his system, the cholera cannot thrive 
in it. To make the drinx, ten or fifteen drops 
of sulphuric acid are added to a quart of 
boiled water, which may be sweetened and 
iced to one’s taste. This should be drank in- 
stead of water, and is harmless when prop- 
erly diluted.. This acid has been employed 
with great advantage in epidemics of cholera 
by Dr. Curtis in the Philadelphia almshouse 
insane department. A very serious epidemic 
ceased in twelve hours after the inmates were 
all put upon the free use of sulphuric acid 
lemonade. The only new case after this was 
that of a man who refused to use the prophy- 
lactic. Two days after the use of sulphuric 


‘acid was stopped, two new cases occurred, 


and the epidemic was again arrested by the 
use of sulphuric acid.

A MAGNIFICENT SHOW e 


During the Past Three Months—Some of 
the Needs of the Hospital, and Its 
Past Work Shown. 


The superintendent’s report of the opera- 
tions of the Grady hospital for the third 
month of its existence makes a most cred- 
itable showing for that institution. 

The hospital is doing splendidly under its 
present facilities for carrying on the work 
of relieving the suffering, but several ad- 
ditions are among its apparent needs. Among 
these is a maternity ward, and it is more 
than likely that one will be added before 
many months. 

Then an outbuilding, not connected with 
the hospital, is needed for the accommoda- 
tion of patients before their diseases have 
been investigated by the exaniining physi- 
cian, and who may be suffering from in 
fectious diseases. Under the present sys- 
tem à patient suffering from a contagious 
disease might be brought to the hospital 
and carried into the temporary ward where 
the contagion might be spread with disas- 
trous results, 

These and other things are among the 
needs of the hospital, and as time goes on 
they will be added. 

Today the hospital enters upon the fourth 
month of its work under the most encourag- 
ing prospects. Under the superintendency 
of Dr. Fensch, and with a house staff of 
young medical men composed of Drs. Gill. 
George, Nolan and Blalock, the hospital will 
keep np, its good record. 

Dr. Fensch's report for the month end- 
ing yesterday shows that twenty-three 
white male patients were in the hospital 
during August, Six of these were in the 
hospital when the July report was made 
and seventeen: were admitted during Au- 
gust. Two white male patients died durin 
the month, and fourteen were discharg 
—_ and only seven remain in the hos- 
pital. 

The same number of white females were 
n during the month, out of eigh- 
teen who were in the hospital during the 
month only four remaining. 

There are two colored male patients in 
the hospital at present out of eighteen that 
were admitted during the month. One died 
and fifteen were discharged. 

Sixteen colored females Were treated dur- 
ing August. One of these died, eleven were 
discharged and four remain. 

Of the entire number treated at the hos- 
pital during the month, fourteen were pa- 
tients who paid their way, and thirty-nine 
were treated by the city’s charity.
